2, to rescue the bodies of 175 
miners imprisoned by Saturday 
morning’s explosion,are diverted 
Four1 to the task of extinguishing the 
blaze discovered 3,200 feet with­ 
in the entrance of No. I, left 
escapeway. 
As soon u tho tiro is extinguished, 
officials believe they will be able to 
reach the position where the miners 
were working at the time they were 
trapped by a series of blasts.

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RRTO WONT BE A CINCH FOX DEMPSEY

New York, March IO.—With no more in the fighting line than ho hail on 
that hectic night last summer when lie smashed th** heavyweight champion 
out of the ring, down into the press pit, Luis Firpo could give Jack Dempsey 
another dangerous tight, if they meet again. 
Firpo had enough that night to come within two seconds of winning the 
heavyweight championship, ami even if he was flattened by Dump ey in the 
second round, it does not stand to reason that Dempsey would have a cinch 
victory if they meet again. 
Before that memorable fight, when friends of Dempsey's were telling him 
that he could name ihe round and the punch for Firpo, Dempsey differed 
with them. 
“Any big fellow like Firpo, who can punch as hard as he can, always ha: 
a chance, anil he’ll be dangerous every minute that lie is in the t ing,” Demp­ 
sey said. 
They were not idle words from Dempsey, voiced for the purpose of m a k ­ 
ing the fight look good from the box office, because Dempsey carried out his 
theory by working as hard and as seriously as a champion ever did to get 
into perfect shape. 
Firpo is just as big now and. no doubt, just as powerful as lie was last 
summer, and perhaps he may he even a little better, because he should have 
gained something by the experience. 
Reports, several months ago from South America, Indicated that Firpo, 
living a life of ease, had gone entirely loo fat and that he would not. he able 
to get back into good shape. 
With such a tremendous appetite as in1 c a r ­ 
ries around with him, and with no restraint on it, it was quite logical that 
Firpo should fill out, and at his age it is difficult to remove "inside fat.” 
In his recent tight with F arm er Lodge, if such a "contest.” could he used 
as the foundation for any comparisons, it seemed that Firpo was not terribly 
out of shape. 
Lodge isn’t the kind of a fighter that should go five rounds with a hitter 
like Firpo, hut the South American had the same job t hat Dempsey would 
have in landing on an opponent, who held continually and who was in the 
ring only to stay as long as he could.
